2. In an Examiner initiated interview with Applicant's representative Steven 
Callistein on 28 September 2004, Mr. Callistein approved the above amendments to the 
Abstract and Claims to put the application in condition for allowance. The amendments 
have been made as a matter of form only. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Schultze, U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2003/0192080 A1 , filed 5 
April 2002 and published 9 October 2003. 

Schultze discloses soybean cultivar SOI 0346 that has purple flower color, brown 
pod color and tawny plant pubescence color. Soybean cultivar SOI 0346 differs from the 
soybean cultivar of the instant Invention in that it has a slate hilum color, a lower seed 
protein content and a higher average yield, and thus neither anticipates nor makes 
obvious the instant invention.
